ALD. BECKWITH. 

The sewerage system was the first mat¬ 
ter dealt with by Aid. Beckwith. He 
said he had always advocated tho instal¬ 
lation of septic tanks in the different out¬ 
lying districts. This had been taken up 
at the beginning of the year, and a com¬ 
mittee appointed to investigate and re¬ 
port. There then waa the sum $11B,000 
available from the sewerage # loan for 
this purpose. It was recommended that 
the work be commenced immediately. 
Then the question of which district 
should receive attention was considered. 
As all surveying and levels in James 
Bay had been taken the majority of the 
council ruled that it be started these. 
That district was now finished, nud the 
systems were beiflg installed IflL Victoria 
West and Rock Bay. Surveyors were 
now at work in Spring Ridge, ^pd the 
septic tunle would be built thm* at an 
early date. {Applause.) 

The extension of the waterworks was 
a.big question. It was the disastrous 
fire of last summer, no doubt, that forced 
the attention of the city council to the 
necessity of an improved system. He 
did not favor the expenditure of another 
dollar until the opinion of an expert hy¬ 
draulic engineer was obtained. Possibly 
such a person would advise the constru •- 
tion of a reservoir on some eminence and 
the installation of machinery -to pump 
water from Elk lake to this tank, from 
where it could be distributed throughout 
the city by means of graxitedion. Whey 
the alternative proposition or seeuri^ 

(ioldstream water was considered, he did 
not think the reservoir undertaking 
would be recommended. If the Gold- 
stream scheme was favored the council 
then would find it necessary to expropri- 
. ate the water.

The first shot in the municipal cam- . 
paign for 11)05 was tired last evening, a 
largely attended meeting being held at 
Odd Fellows’ hall. Spring Ridge. Most 
of the aldermauic candidates for North 
Ward and several aspirants for school 
trustee honor® were present. Judging by 
the afTthusiasm of the speakers and mem¬ 
bers of the audience in the discussion of 
civic affairs the. fight, at least in the 
northern section of the city, will bo far 
from slow. Shell candidate spoke vigor¬ 
ously, Messrs. Fullerton, Hall anti 
Hamm strongly criticising the action of 
the present’ council in certain matters, 
while A'id. Beckwith—tho only member 
of the oouucil in ^tteudance—defended 
tho general policy of that body and his 
own stand on various questions with 
considerable warmth. The addresses 
were frequently jutcriupted by questions 
from the audience. 

The chair was occupied by Ed. Bragg, 
who made a brief’introductory address. 
Ho criticifwMl the present ward system, 
contending that it would be much more 
satisfactory if it were eliminated. He 
asked for an explanation from Aid. Beck¬ 
with regarding the bonus of $1,000 
granted the city engineer. That official, 
in his opinioti, received sufficient remun¬ 
eration. Concluding, Mr. Bragg ex¬ 
pressed the hope that alt candidates 
would he accorded a fair hearing. (Ap¬ 
plause.) 

W. J. FULLERTON. 

W. J. Fullerton, the first candidate to 
speak, expressed the opinion that the 
aldermanic candidates this year were nt 
a disadvantage, as no detailed financial 
statement had been submitted. In his 
opinion the outlying portions of the city 
did uot receive sufiicieut attention from 
the council. North Ward contributed 
about one-half of the city revenue, and 
did not receive a fair portion of the ex¬ 
penditure. 

Another imi*>rtant matter waa the 
Indian reserve question. That was re- 
i ceiving consideration, and he believed the 
corporation would soon have control of 
tiie land. 

Attention was colled to the necessity 
: of sewerage system* in the different die- 
[ tricts. The council had already taken 
this np, but the work was uot being* 
pushed to completion. There waa too 
much dallying and, if elected, he would 
| see that it was finished as soon as pos¬ 
sible. * 

Continuing, the speaker referred to 
I the water system. He favored the 
abolition of meters, being of the opinion 
I that they emailed a waste of funds, 
j (Applause), Before a large expenditure 
I was decided upon for the improvement 
[ of the waterworks lie thought that a ro- 
port should be obtained from an expert 
hydraulic eog.neer. It was reported that 
water was to l*e brought froju Gold- 
stream. He did not know what truth 
there was in this, hut would support any 
wise measure providing for an increase 
in the present iuadequate supply. (Ap¬ 
plause.) \ 

The sjienker answered each of flie 
appended questions, submitted by the 
Trades and tabor Council, in the affirma¬ 
tive: 

1. Are yoa (favorable to the eight-hour 
day help® enforced on all municipal works 
and plant*? 

2. Are you In favor of having all civic 
work done by day labor? 

3* Are you In favor of excluding all alien 
lgbor from all civic work? 

4. Are you In favor of Inserting a- fair 
wage clause In every agreement or contract 
entered Into with any company, person or 
corporation receiving aid In any shape or 
form from the corporation of Victoria city? 

Mr. Fullerton was asked whether he 
wus in favor of “the transaction of city 
council businens behind closed doors.’% 
(lotlighter and applause). The speaker 
said he would not support any such 
method. 

Iu conclusion' he made the usual plea 
for support. 

DR. LEWIS HA'LL. 

Dr. Hall disclaimed the intention of 
repnw'nting any particular section of the 
North Ward. He would support 
measures calculated to work “the great¬ 
est gcod to the greatest number." 

Referring to the water question, the 
speaker outlined the many expenditures 
that had been uselessly made on the pre¬ 
sent sywtem. Before another dollar was 
spent in this direction lie would require 
an expert opinion. The system as oper¬ 
ated coaid not be made satisfactory. He 
thought the council siiould do its own 
domestic lighting. (Applause). Had it 
taken this up power would have been 
available at Goldstrentn. Under such 
circumstances the city would not only 
now have sufficient power for its own 
needs, but enough over to supply the 
BrltWi Columbia Electric Company. 

Dr. Hall also objected to meters. He 
could not see what benefit had resulted 
from % their introduction. They had 
entailed an immense expenditure and, if 
continued, would make a considerable 
further appropriation necessary. 

Commenting on school matters Dr. 
Hall advocated placing the school board 
on an absolutely independent financial 
basis. (Applause.)

St. Petersburg, Jan. C.—The extraor¬ 
dinary council of war called by the Czar 
immediately upon his return from Minsk 
to Tzarskoe-Selo has been held, and as 
q result the wo rld is to know that peace 
with Japan has been removed! into the 
remote future. With more determina¬ 
tion. than before, with the exertion of 
every energy, and utterly regardless of 
cost, the wdr is to be carried on to its 
bitter end. Two hundred thousand addi¬ 
tional troops fill be sent to teiuforce 
Gen. Konropatkin’s army before the end 
of February, and every suggestion calcu¬ 
late to strengthen the Russian position 
arid to increase the Russian chances of 
success,in Mhnehurin will be acted upon. 

Very few of the details -of the confer¬ 
ence have become known, but the an¬ 
nouncement of its results in the papers 
this morning has called forth an out¬ 
burst of popular wrath, which manifest* 
ittfeif both iu guarded editorial comment 
and private opinion of considerable 
weight. It is an undeniable fact that 
ever since the fall of Port Arthur the 
people have cherished the hope that the 
cnlamity will make the Czat more ameu- 
nble to aflrice inclining towards a cool- 
headed consideration of the terms which 
It Is kuown here Japan is rtfidy and even 
anxious to offer.. In view of this hope, 
what might have otherwise become the 
occasion for great mourning among loyal 
Russians was received with a sigh of re¬ 
lief.

Suggestion of a new loan on thMd 
terms will probably cause such a panic 
in France and Belgium that no money 
can be had there for any purpose what¬ 
ever.

AGAIN MUNICIPAL MATTERS. 


The selection of a municipal council 
fthould be u matter of greater and more 
careful consideration for any organized 
comuj^nity than the election of members 
©f th# Legislature or of the JDbminion 
Parliament. Vastly heavier toxattou is 
levied upon the people as a whole for'the 
maintenance of the services of a muni¬ 
cipality than is imposed by the provincial 
or the federal governments for. purposes 
of administration. And yet In Victoria 
the principle seems to be established that 
any kindlof a.man can walk with ease 
In the alioes of a school trustee or of an 
nlderman. The questions that come be¬ 
fore municipal bodies concern u» all far 
more directly than matters upon which 
nugust parliaments sit in the plentitude 
of their wiadotq. The physical welfare, 
the moral well-being, the progress aud 
the prosperity of a city uro obviously 
more directly in the bauds of a council 
than in the keeping of a legislature. And 
yet we think it necessary to select our 
ablest and in all respects our most rep¬ 
resentative citizens>to sit in parliaments, 
whilst anyone who offers will do for the 
council. It is rather an amimalouk con¬ 
dition of affairs surely. 

The -retiring City Council of Victoria 
a* possibly truly representative of the 
city* life ami activities. The hi embers 
are, wfth one- except ion, we believe, ask¬ 
ing the citizens to ratify their acts by re¬ 
electing them for another term. It is not 
nt ail .likely that the Mayor *ill hnvo 
swrious opposition. But we are of the 
• opinion that the majority of the people 
are not so well satisfied with the course 
of the ,council, from its head down, as 
the conncil itself assumes. The old 1 
board practically makes its bow gad asks 1 
the people ft elect ft on trust. If it has 
any policy in regard to waterworks mat¬ 
ters, upon the subject ©f the attitude to¬ 
wards th© Terminal Railway T*ompauy, 
or relating to auy question considered of 
vital import at this time, it refuses to 
disclose‘It. It Virtually says it’the peo¬ 
ple put their noses into auy business 
there will be a muddle, with possible re¬ 
sults that would be calamitous. Rate¬ 
payers have simply to ratify a bargain 
after the details have been arranged and 
pay the Bills. Large matters of public 
policy are beyond their capo city. Never¬ 
theless wo prill think a public meeting 
iihould d»* called by someone and that 
the various candidates for aldermen 
ahonld be selected on Thursday In ac¬ 
cordance with the validity of th# explan¬ 
ations they may be able to give of their 
conductJu, the past or the uatnrA Of their 
views as to the actions that should be 
takeu in the future.

An important meeting of the Fifth 
Regiment officers’ mess was held on 
Thursday evening at the drill hall. It 
■was expected that some action would be 
taken regarding the reorganization of a 
band. This question, however, was not 
even introduced, the evening being de¬ 
voted almost exclusively to a lecture by 
I4fHt.-Col. English, commanding the 
Work Point garrison. His subject was 
the Russo-Japanese war, and Included a 
complete resume of the conflict up to the 
present date. t 

The discourse, which was of the great¬ 
est interest, lasted two hours, the speak¬ 
er going into an exhaustive comparison 
of the tactics of the opposing forces, 
their methods of maintaining communi¬ 
cation between different divisions, and 
the physical and mental strength of the 
individual Japanese and Russian. By 
means of a large map of China and 
Japan, he followed the different events 
of the war from the time -it was pre¬ 
cipitated by the torpedoing of several 
Russian war vessels at Port Arthur to 
the capture of that fortress-hy the Jap¬ 
anese. His remarks displayed a thorough 
grasp of the situation, and were listeued 
to with deep attention by the officers 
present. 

Comparing the strategy of the two 
armies, he pointed oat how much more 
expert the Japanese had proved them¬ 
selves to- be in every engagement ia 
which they had participated. Their plans 
were always carefully prearranged, and 
wer* carried out with 'thoroughness and 
determination, the details receiving every 
attention, so that it was practically an 
Impossibility for a mistake. The Rus¬ 
sians, however, were not as thorough. 
They could not concentrate their forces 
at a given point as rapidly as the Japan¬ 
ese, and did not carry out the plans de¬ 
cided upon with the unity of action that 
•was a feature of Japanese movements. 

One of the principal reasons of the 
power of concentration possessed by the 
Japanese forces was the splendid system 
of communication they had inaugurated. 
The commanders of the respective di¬ 
visions of an advancing army were able 
to communicate with each other by tele¬ 
phone, and the greatest care was exer¬ 
cised in the maintenance of this com¬ 
munication. Thus every general was 
able to keep in touch with the base of 
operations, report conditions on the front 
and receive orders direct from the com¬ 
manding officer. On the other hand the 
Russians, while communicating by means 
of telephone, did not appear to realize its 
Importance. The result was that the 
Japanese were able to change their plans 
at a minute's notice, adapting their 
strategy to the movements of the enemy. 

The Japanese had the advantage over 
the Russian in another particular. That 
was in ..the superior" mental activity of 
the individual soldier. The Japanese 
could be depended upon for a certain 
amount of initiative, while the Russians 
could act only in bodies. When fighting 
ia open onder without shelter they were 
easily routed, only making an effective 
stand when behind trenches or similarly 
protected. The Jap, however, was equal¬ 
ly useful in the opening or holding of ap 
entrenched position. He was active, 
courageous, and. moreover, imbued with 
a sense of loyalty to his country that en¬ 
abled him to enter the hottest fight with 
enthusiasm. 

Before Lieut.-Col. English withdrew he 
was tendered a very hearty vote of 
thanks by those who were fortunate 
enough to hear his excellent address. 

• • •

effect for the past twenty-five yeara. 
The navy ha* bed authority since 1837 
to erihst boys between the age** of six¬ 
teen and eighteen year*. Boy* wid be 
enjbked as apprentice sea mm at the pay 
of $16 a mouth, from the age of seven¬ 
teen year*. Those uurhv the age of 
eighteen will be required to have the 
consent of parent* or guardian^ acid will 
be enOfeted until they are twenty-one. 
Enffistouent at eeghbeen year* will be for 
four years, at the same pay. As the 
merging of the systems will place the 
whole number of men luskr training 
practfoaBy in the same position ns the 
apprentice system, nfl the training ves¬ 
sels and the friction at Newport will be 
made avnAahle tor tMe training of the 
apprentice seamen, and there wifll bo a 
marked increese in the number of train¬ 
ed seamen that can be graduated for 
use iu the ships of the navy within ft 
given rime. The nit invite result will be 
a marked economy through the’ riraplifi- 
oation of the whole training system and 
the Iraoendng of the rime In which re¬ 
cruits can be fitted (br effective service. 
At the prreanrt tiufe there are 670 ap¬ 
prentices and 1,053 landsmen undvr 
training.

“8ince our last issue, in which we pub¬ 
lished au article headed ‘Withdrawal of 
British Garrisons,’ there has been a 
great deal of discussion on the subject 
in the dally press," says the Canadian 
Military Gazette. 

“There is a misconception on both sides 
of the water. These defences are not in 
any sense of the word Canadian ‘land’ 
defences. They have been maintained 
because the two ports were great British 
naval bases. In supporting them Great 
Britain was looking after what she con¬ 
sidered to be the best interests of her 
first line of defence, and Canada was 
gladly furnishing the requisite territory. 

“A change has just come in naval 
plans; these harbors are no longer to be 
used as the headquarters for powerful 
squadrons. There is, however, no talk 
of dismantling them. In time of war it 
is quite probable that they would again 
become of great importance, and so in 
the meantime they must be adequately 
maintained and protected, even though 
fewer ships do in the meantime make 
their rendezvous there. 

“Granted that we ore not doing oor ’ 
fair share in bearing common burdens, ' 
the question at once aTise# as to how 
brat we can assume a further part. To 
take over the gnrrisoning of these two 
posts, we repeat, would not be the best 
way. 

“We have proved a dozen times in the 
past that the stronger we are the better 
for Britain. We are willing to come to 
her aid at all times, just as she has been 
willing to come to ours. A strengthening 
of our forces, then, means indirectly, but 
not so very indirectly, n strengthening of 
hers. In Canada to-day we are lament¬ 
ably short of rfflra, guns, ammunition, 
rifle ranges and material of all sorts. 
What a shoft time it would take with 
a million a year added to our outlay to 
remedy all this. With the remedy we 
would find ourselves In five years with 
rifles and equipment for two hnndred 
thousand men in Canada, and with an 
expenditure made in pushing the organi¬ 
zation of rffle clubs we would find we 
possessed probably about that many 
fairly well-trained shots to handle the 
guns. And all this we would have 
against a mere garrison of soma 2,000 
trained men. Who for a moment can 
say that the expenditure would not be 
vastly better made in this general way, 
than in the particular matter of taking 
over a couple of fortresses? 

“One thing hi this whole controversy 
give* comfort to ail self-respecting Can¬ 
adians. however. There is manifest 
throughout it a spirit of determination to 
do our duty in connection wjth military 
expenditure in the fiitara more fully than 
we have done k in the

Speaking of water meters, Aid. Beck¬ 
with thought the placing of these con¬ 
trivances on small houses was ridiculous.

Whgn the 
Announcement was made the B. C. Elec¬ 
tric Kailway Company offered reduc¬ 
tions, which were satisfactory to <lie ma¬ 
jority of the aldermen, and hia proposal 
was abandoned. 

Concluding. Aid. Beckwith pointed ont 
that all the Indiana had to agra# before 
they could be removed from the reserve 
and that question settled.

Chief of Police Submit# Annual Report 
■ - -"to the Commissioners.

A police patrol wagon, with the ac¬ 
companying boxes from which to ring 
into the police station from various parts 
of the city, wfls one of the principal re* 
comiuendatlcns made by the chief of 
police, S. North, in his annual repqrf,. 
which wag presented at a meeting of the 
board of commissioners. All the mem¬ 
bers of the board expressed themselves 
in favor of the proposed improvement, 
which would add greatly to the effi¬ 
ciency of the work of the department, 
and save perhaps a number of extra men. 
la big report the chief say*: "The police 
fevee at the proscut time consists of 
chief, 3 sergeant a, 1 clerk, 1 steno¬ 
grapher, 3 desk clerks, 6 detectives, 19 
patrolmen, 3 gaolers, 2 chaingang guards, 
X matron and 1 caretaker, being a total 
of 41 of all ranks. The number of ar¬ 
rests made dnring the year was 1.094, be¬ 
ing an increa.-e of 87 over last year. The 
number of persona afforded shelter dur¬ 
ing the year was 77. I would recom¬ 
mend that your honorable body urge the 
mayor and council to appropriate a sum 
sufficient to warrant the addition of three 
more patrolmen." Reports were sent in 
from all the departments of the police 
service. While the arrests were 87 more 
dnring 1904 than 1003, the cnees in the 
police court were over 200 less, having 
been 2,227 in 1903, and 2,004 in 1004. 
There was a decrease in the amount of 
fine# and forfeitufes during 1904. For 
the previous year these amounted fo 
$9,025, but" during the last twelve 
mouths they fell off to $7,200, or a de¬ 
crease of $1,825. During 1904 there 
■were 487 drunks in the police court, and 
107 drnnk ond disorderly. Gambling 
cases throughout the year were 126, 
compared with 161 in 1903. Tho report* 
of Charles MuHiern, sergeant of the de¬ 
tectives, showed that the value of goods 
stolen during the year was $21,404.60, of 
which $12,553.85 worth were recovered.

Dominion government grant¬ 
ed for a term of years the right of exclu¬ 
sive use of the only absolutely safe anchor¬ 
age commercially trlbuny-J to the Victoria 
and Ksqulmalt district: Hy order In council 
of the 23rd of April, 1894, under the provi¬ 
sions of chapter 86 of the Revised Statutes 
of Canada, Intituled "Tbe Harbor Masters' 
Act," the following sections were added to 
the regulations respecting harbor masters; 
established by ord«-r of council of the 12th 
of June, I860, chapter 70 of tho consolidated 
orders of Cauada: 

Section 87.—“The portion of Esquimau 
harbor known as Constance Cove nnd situat¬ 
'd eastward of a line drawn between 
Dritse Head and Ashe Head Is hereby 
designated man-of-war anchorage, and such 
portion of the harbor shall, until other¬ 
wise ordered, be set apart for tbe use of 
Her Majesty’s ships, It toeing understood 
that access to the Cork shall at all times 
be allowed to veasela desiring to make aae 
of the graving dock sltnated there and to 
▼eroela requiring to proceed to the different 
wharves situated on tho shores of Con¬ 
stance Cove."—-Vide Canada Gasette, vol. 
27, page 1,904.

Tkrown Out of Work. 

Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 7.—The effects of 
lost night's heavy rainfall, which waa 
driven by a 86-mlle gale, are lu evidence to¬ 
day In all sections of the city and environs. 
The most serious result Is the swollen con¬ 
dition of the tJchuylklll river, which Is 
seventeen feet above normal at Manayunk, 
a suburb. Fourteen mills are closed as a 
result of the flood and 4,000. hands are Idle. 
The rapid rise of the river is du*’partly to 
the great masses of Ice which were carried 
down from the upper 8ohuyiklll river and 
became jammed. Tbe water dammed by tbs 
Ice hacked ur and* overflowed into the baas- 
ments and first floors of factories and mills 
which line the banks of the river at thla 
point. The residents of the place were 
arpased early to-day by the factory whistles, 
and the employees, after seven hours of 
strenuous work, succeeded In saving many 
thousands of dollars* worth of goods. 

Floods In Connecticut. 

New Haven, Coon., Jan. 7.—Floods in 
Connecticut are the results of last night’s 
storm. The heavy rain ■ has swollen the 
streams so that village street* and railroad 
tracks are under water, aerloualy hamper¬ 
ing travel. In Wlnated, Mad river over¬ 
flowed. Its banks so that tbe main street 
waa ten Incbea under water to-day. Traffic 
Is suspended, and goods In the cellar* of 
•torro are seriously damaged. An accident 
to the new Milford Co.*a plant at Ball 
Ridge tied, up the trolley service lu Water¬ 
bary, Meriden, New Britain and neighbor¬ 
ing sections. Trains on all divisions of the 
New Haven rosd are delayed. On the 
Litchfield branch, near ftoxfcury, trains 
were held up for .hours to-day by flooded 
tracks- On the Oentral New England 
division trains were stalled by show «1T 
night at Boston Corners and Copak, t N. Y.

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Winston Churchill at Thirty 

BY ONE WHO KNOWS HIM 


-“Victoria 


Mr. Winston Churchill 1 b 30. Few 
men ever achieved «o much at his age. I 
He ia one of the moat tnlked-about men ' 
in England. If his object ini Hfe, os his 
political opponents suggest, were to get 
himHoir talked about ho might retire and 
live on has-reputation. But the good peo¬ 
ple who scoff at Mr. Churchill na a for¬ 
ward young man who wants to teach hia 
elders, forgot that youth, even extreme 
youtn, has ncrnanplished dome of the 
most noticeable achievements of history. 
Pitt was 24 when he became Prime Min¬ 
ister at one of t|xe most critical times of 
our history. Innocent III. held all 
Christendom in awe when he was only a 
few year* older than Mr. Churchill is. 
Youth is not necessarily a handicap in 
politics or in any other fi*-!.] of action. 

In politics youth is a particularly valu¬ 
able asset, andi the rum who have made 
their nmrk ini parliament have almost in¬ 
variably entered the House of Commons 
quite young, lu their youth, they led the 
forloru hopes, nnd gaiued the experience 
to'carry through groat reforms in inter 
Ufe. In fact, the history of heroes is not 
loss the history of youth in parliament 
thau in the s-orld outside. Mr. Churchill 
appeals to the imagination of the coun¬ 
try, because lie promises to addi another 
name to the list of young men who, start¬ 
ing tbrir parliamentary careers on a 
bench below the gangway, have finally 
guide I the destinies of the country. There 
art* of ccrffrse, particular reasons why he 
should appeal to the imagination of the 
Honse of Commons and’ the country. 
The young mam who enters the House 
of Commons with a great parliamentary 
name behind him is always listened to 
with great eagerness. Mr. Churchill had 
rwt only the name of Lord Randolph 


armor corps scheme and its waste of 
public money. It was ift one of these 
early speeches that he foreflsted the rise 
of a statesman who would advocate pro¬ 
tection as the result of overgrown 
budgets, and the fierce battle that would 
split the Conservative party from top to 
bottom on that issue. 

He fondly hoped that the party to 
which by personal choice and family tra¬ 
dition he naturally clang would brace it¬ 
self - up to a constructive poHcy which 
he dreamt of. Instead, he found' them 
turning their backs on all that he In¬ 
stinctively believedf in, nnd his mind- was 
too sincere to accept the bogus apolo¬ 
getics by which Mr. Balfour tried to 
bolster np the Tory policy. It was then 
he had to make his choice, nnd his de¬ 
termination to cross the floor of the 
House caused Mr. Churchill many pangs 
at the time. It Is no small matter, es¬ 
pecially in the House of CVmunons, to 
l»e met with a scant nod and a curl of 
the lip from the friends of your own set. 
from your own schoolfellows and mess¬ 
mates. It requires great courage to 
break with your family tradition. Mr, 
Churchill looked indeed prematurely old 
&fid Qvertiurdeqed while the struggle of 
the choice went on. He might have been 
seen talking* with bent shoulders, head 
thrust forward, and eyes that glowed in 
a white face as he strode through the 
lobbies, eager ns any young man in such 
a position might be to find a friend to 
talk to. 

In the Liberal Vanguard. 

Many men on his own side were down¬ 
right rnde to him, and the Conservative 
benches would of set purpose empty 
when he rose to speak, or his opponent* 
would howl him down. Fortunately Mr. 
Churchill possesses a certain spirit o^ 
detachment. He had been too engrossed 
in his work to make many intimate 
friends in the House, nnd for this reason 
the break was easier when he joined the 
Liberal party with which he naturally 
had far greater sympathy. He kept on© 
friendship, which he valued above ail 
others, and that was the friendship of 
I'ord Hugh Cecil. This, perhaps, ex- 
j plains why, in some ways, Mr. Churchill 
| still retains a touch of the high and dry 
' Toi j. But those who watch him most 
closely believe that this is only a veneer 
on the surface, and that his instinct* 
hnve always been democratic. 

His really remarkable gift of speech 
would alone lead him far. To this he 
adds a capacity for work and a perse¬ 
verance that do not generally go with 
the kind of genius that his speeches 
show. He is, in fact, a more stable and 
less meteoric, but in many respects an 
equally brilliant edition of his father. 
Those who admire his talents need not 
fear that there is no character behind. 
He. of course, lacks experience and ripe-’ 
ness of judgment, but these will come in 
time. Meanwhile, he is by far the most 
Interesting figure among the youuger 
men in the House of Commons, where 
he did splendid work for the Liberal 
party last session. He is in fact one of 
the best assets the Liberals have, and 
mny they loug possess him.

It says: “Ten furnaces 
are now in full blast in the three Bound¬ 
ary smelters, namely, six at the Granby, 
two at the Mother Lode and two at the 
Montreal & Boston. They are handling 
approximately 3,000 tons of ore daily, 
or about 90.000 tons per month, or at the 
rate of over 1.000,000 tons annually. 
This ore. figured at an average value of 
$3 per ton. is worth 05,000,000. 

“The Granby smelter has been running 
its battery of six furnaces almost steadi¬ 
ly during the year, handling a consider¬ 
able amount of custom ore^beside the 
company’s ore from Phoenix. Roughly, 
this smelter is tnrning out a million and 
o half pounds of copper bars per month. 
The announcement has been definitely 
made that In the uext few months two 
more furnaces will be added, at a cost 
of some $125,000, giving a capacity of 
about 2.700 tons of ore daily when they 
are installed and in running order. 

“At Greenwood the B. C. Copper Com¬ 
pany’s Mother Lode smelter has been 
operated steadily most of the year with 
its two furnaces, putting through about 
208.000 tons of ore. An important ad¬ 
dition was made to this smelter when ths 
two stands of copper converters were In¬ 
stalled last summer, doing away with 
the necessity of sending away the copper 
matte for bessemerixing. This has 
proved a great saving to the company, 
they also treating.the copper matte for 
the Montreal A Boston and Trail «nel- 
ters. The announcement ia made that 
this company will also increase its fur¬ 
nace capacity the coming year.
